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Dropping BLM budget 
stems protection of 2 
Twin Falls County creeks

ROCERSON - Progress has stalled, 
but Shoshone Creek and Salmon Falls 
Creek could, someday, wind up along- 
side the Midde Fork of the Salmon Riv- 
er on tho national register of wild and 
scenic river s. _ 

A~12.'?mnc section orSKosbonc Creek 
and two sectioas of Salmon Fulls Creek, 
totaling about 38 miles, have sunnved a . 
lengthy cligibiliQ' study by the U.S. Bu-' 
rcau of Land Managcn\ent. All arc in 
southern Twin Falls County. 

A third section of Salmon Falls Creek; 
downstream of Balanced Rock, was 
eliminated by objections from nearby 
iond owners. 

Declining BLM budgets have stalled 
the next phase of the process, which de- 
termines suitability of the streams, said 
Tom Dyer, area manager for the BLM's 
Burley District, If the segments are 
deemed suitable, they will be formally 
recommended to Congress for wild and 
scenic designation. 

In the meantime, the process will be 
in “maimcnancc mode" until the BLM 
con afford to cortiplctc the process. Dyer 
said. 

“If things clicked and wc got into a 
planning process agair^, then it would 
bounce back onto the front burner,’* he 
said. “At that point, we’d dust it off and 
’ go forwaril.’" 

In tftc-mcantime, '“there’s no real” 
pressure on them, so wc hope people 
will just go out and enjoy these areas - 
which arc quite close to Twin Falls,” 
Dyer said.' 

Wild and scenic status prohibits dams 
and .diversions from being built in the

Fire families were evacuated 
Friday when the fire began. 
They were allowed to return 
home, Saturday. 

In New Mexico, a wildfire 
burned between 600 and 700 
acres near the Bosque del 
Apache National Refuge, forcing 
the evacuation of four families 
from the small village of San Pe- 
dro. 

No injuries were reported. 

About 100 fireilgbters fought 
the blaze- as it burt^- in coetoo- 
-wood, salt cedar and other vege- 
tation. It started Saturday north 
of a bird sanctuaiy-and by Sun- 
day afternoon bad moved into 
the preserve.

Whitewater hides much more

The Clinton adminismition can .say 
_alliLvvunis about huw.llie_\S'hitewater-_ 
related convictions last week had 
notliing to do wiili the president or his 
wife. Tedinically, that is correct. But 
guilty verdicts against three of the 
Clintons’ dose political and business 
assodates (one of them Arkansas’ gov- 
ernor, who then resigned his office) 
prove there is more to WTiitcwater 
than jiLst a bungled real estate deal. 

Tlie verdicts 24 in all. against three 
people revived ah almost dying WTiite- 
water ihvesiigation, ensuring it wen*t 
end until questions of the Clintons' in- 
volvement are answered. 

.At least one. more year of Ustening 
to Sen. A1 D'Amato preach about 
etliics while only occasionally practic- 
ing ethics is certainly not a pleasing 
thought. But, in large pan, the blame 
falls squarely on the Clintons for. al- 
lowing tliis investigation to drag on. 

Tlie president and his wife say they 
have cooperated with investigators, 
but only after long delays and wl\en 
--faced wiili littl? other choice. Clinton 
has resisted turning over key docu- 
ments, w hile others have suddenly ap- 
peared in the Wliite House after di^ 
appearing just as suddenly from 
• Arkansas offices, like the Rose Law 
Firm witere Mrs, Clinton worked. 

The next Arkansas trial will reveal 
. more about the Clintons’ involvement 
than that just conduded. The defen- 
dants arc two bankers accused of hid- 
ing contributions to President Clin- 
ton's 1990 campaign for re«lccdon os 
Arkansas governor. One of (hose 
bankers was later appointed to the 
stale's Highway Commission. 

None of this earth-shattering. 

, There's nothing new about poliddans' 
granting each other and assodates fa- 
vors. Loans are made easy and pralid- 


cal appointments are often the reward 
for campaign or business-related help. 
WTiile the ordinary Joe Blow would 
never dre am of gening an unsecured 
loan for thousands ordoUai^ a’ politi- 
cian with the right connections, like 
Helen Chenoweth, can walk into an 
Idaho bank and, with no collateral, 
walk away with S40,000. ' 

Every administration seems to have 
its share of cronies who engage in 
shadowy deals. Jimmy Carter had 
Bert Lance, Ron^d Reagan had Ed 
Meese and Rita Lavelle, Richard 
Nixon had Bebe Rebezo and plumbers 
too numerous to mention. 

Unfortunately just as common as 
the questionable deals are the at- 
tempts by administrations to cover 
them up wixen questions surface. Lit- 
tle of what happened during Clinton's 
Arkansas days is of interest to voters. 
But what Clinton has done or not 
done since becoming president is a le- 
^dmaie concern. 

The only way for Clinton to over- 
come the national perception that he 
lacks character is to be entirely coop- 
erative with congressional investiga- 
tion, no maner how partisan they be- 
come. Americans will forgive past rrus- 
takes even minor crimes if leaders 
come dean. But Americans arc not as 
inclin^ to forpve those who refuse to 
admit past wrongs unless compelled , 
to do so by legal action. \ 

A recent poll shows the “charaaer 
question” is not as important to voters 
as a leader “who understands the 
problems of people." Perhaps that’s 
an indication of how accustomed 
we've become tp scandal among 
politidans. It may be loo late, but it 
would be refreshing if Clinton set 
Americans on a new course of expea- 
ing integrity, charaaer and a dose of 
humility about post mistakes from its 
leaders. -

Probably you go through each day 
trying to avoid collisions with other 
' people but. despite your best efforts, 
you st^ end up in some crashes. 

The collisions arc usually a shock. ^ 
Where there may have been good feel* 
in gs now there are feelings of hurt and 
anger, maybe even a wish to retaliate.

The blinders they’re wearing make it. 
difficult to see out to understand your 
problems — to see you in perspective. 

Altlinesrihescotherdnvcre-do'look — 

outward — locate you, notice what 
you’re feeling, what your needs arc. But 
much of the time thc^re paying atten- 
tion to what’s going on inside — simply 
trying to cope, simply trying to deal 
with their own problems and to keep 
their own bumper cars on the road. 

• Define the collision os on aeddent. 
Most people' have good intentions. Just 
like >‘ou, they don^ really want a colli- 
sion or the hurting that comes with the 
cra^. So pve them the benefit of the 
doubt. 

And don’t blame. 

People are quick to assign rcsponsi* 
.bility to the other people with collisions 
occur, but blaming doesn't solve prob- 
lems — it just hei^tens defensiveness 
and resentment. 

Instead of blaming (even when jmu’rc 
sure it’s the other person’s fault), con- 
centrate on waj-s to repair the lift. It re-
